PKARL HARBOR, March 'M (UP)-~A powerful American fleet, spearheading- the great- 
e.st coordinated offensive of the I'acific war, was believed today to have wrecked Japanese 
bases within 460 miles of the Philippines in heavy attad^s that still may be continuing on the 
Palau islands. 

While American battloships, carriers, cruisers and destroyers were malting their deepest penetration of 
Japanese waters since the fall of the Philippines, U. S. bombing fleets from southwest and central Pacific 
bases blazed a trail of flaming destruction through Truk and otner enemy strongholds along an arc stretch- 
ing 2,600 miles from Palau to the eastern Marshalls.

In Imphal Drive

NEW DELHI, Mnrch 31 (U.R)— Japanese jungle troops, 
alanhinp 30 miluH across the wild Indian frontier from central 
Burma, have cut the ninin highwiiy Unking Imphal. and 
Kohima and arc closing in for a major assault on the twin 
British Htrongholds, it was discloacd today. 

A British Bpokcaman rovoiijed -that the Burma-town of 
Tiddini. "10 niilca south of the Indian frontier, had been 
abandoned by the allies without a fight, presumably when 
the Japanese lirat launched their drive northward along the 
Tiddim-Imphiil road some weeks apro. 

Its. fall was not resnrdcd as important to tho British 
frontier defense, however, since their main lines were drawn 
up about 15 mites further 
north and the town apparent- 
ly had been l)y.pa.H3od prc- 
iouslytiy the Japanese, 
An Billed communique revealed 
Uiat Jnpane-^e Invasion torces bad 
fought tlielr way to within striking 
distance ot Kohima trom three di- 
rections.

PurLlculiirly ilii we ngrec llinL legislation 
should be passed to sel up an Investigating 
body to make a survey of Uie entire school 
picture from top to bottom. 

Dtiring recent weeks there lias been much 
tallc about teachers In Idaho being under 
puld. and Senator Thorpe's contention that 
the slate Is over-schooled may be one of the 
prlncli)al reasons. 

With !i Si'honl system tlmt's top heavy, It 
alands lo reason that Idaho cannot afford 
either to piiy lop sahiiles or maintain lop 
.sUndards In Its various Individual In.stltu- 
llons. 

Tiie question picsenls ILsell as lo whether 
Idaho ulioulil continue operating a system 
IhAl'a over lis hcud. or consoUUitlc educa- 
tional fiidlltles for greater clflclency. Tlie 
standards ol our j^cliools and the quallllca- 
tlons of Inslruclor.s would socni of far more 
Importance from an ccliicaLlonal standpoint, 
than would the pructlce of malntalnluE 
schools to satisfy politicians and localities. 
The number ol schools a slale maintains is 
no criterion. Wliat these schools have to offer 
In the v.'ny of education is the thing that 
counts. 

It Is not for us to say how the schools 
should be consolidated, nor where they 
should be located. But it stands to reason that 
Idaho is in no position to maintain two nor- 
mal schools and two universities. 

An efficient and Impartiai survey probably 
would result In a recommendation for one 
combined university and one combined nor- 
mal school, each with higher standards of 
education, and located where ttiey would best 
serve the stale generally. 

With ail the cry about the state being 
hard-pressed to pay its teachers decent sal- 
aries, and a movement afoot for the federal 
government to subsidize schools generally. It 
would appear that there Is considerable merit 
■ lo Senator Thorpe's arguments. 



ONt: I'OOn I-'ARM ABANDONED 

Pol Shots has suggested that the editorial 
writing department make some comment 
about Lincoln county disposing ol its poor 
farm, "something about epochal, significant, 
etc." 

A number of conclusions could be drawn 
from this development. 

Pot Shots, for Instance, missed an oppor- 
tunity quite in keeping with the dignity of 
his column. He could have recalled the old 
political war cries such as "full dinner palls" 
and "two cars In every Barage." and then hit 
upon the news from Lincoln county as paving 
the way lor the greatest of all campaign slo- 
gans: "Abandoned poor farmsi" (We predict 
that some of the "Ins" seeking rc-olectlon will, 
not tniss this very opportunity.) 

Discontinuance of the Lincoln county poor 
farm might also be recognized as a sign of 
thcso abnormal times. In a country that's 
lush with money under war-crazy circum- 
stances, when anyone who Is able to walk can 
demand -wagts lhal -would ordinarily make a 
bank clerk look penny-ante, there shouldn't 
be much excuse for poor farms and charity. 

And of ail places, south central Idaho 
should be one of the first sections of the 
country to be in position to abandon such 
Institutions. 

Nevertheless, it's to Lincoln county's "credit 
that it can do away with Its poor farm. It 
would bo a great day In this country of ours 
when all poor farms .could be converted Into 
filock ranches for productive purposes, as will 
be the case In this Instance. 
-But some day, wo fear, the bubble will 
burst/ with present easy living and fantastic 
wages taking a nose dive. Then will come the 
test as to whether there Is any further need 
for poor farms and the like.
